RFK in the Synagogue

Former French intelligence officer 
Hilaire du Berrier, traveling to California 
for the purpose, has uncovered ramifica¬ 
tions in the assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy 

In Oregon Senator Kennedy had entered a 
Jewish synagogue, put on a yarmulke and 
stated to the congregation that America 
should go to war, if necessary, to defend 
Israel 

Du Berner finds this episode decisive in 
Senator Kennedy’s ghastly June 5, 1968, 
assassination in Los Angeles a few days 
afterward 

Knows Arab Terrorists 

Du Berrier s French intelligence duties in 
Algeria, Paris and Switzerland make him an 
experienced and respected hand in (and 
within* Arab assassination organizations. 
This familiarity also includes investiga¬ 
tions here after 52 professors at M. I. T., 
Brandeis, Boston and Harvard Universities 
signed a manifesto supporting the Algerian 
terrorists and encouraging desertions from 
the French Army 

There are many Arab groups dedicated to 
pan Islamic activity, such as Jamiat-al- 
Islam The name is Turkish for Organization 
of Islam But du Berrier’s specialty is Arab 
terrorists, and I first saw such operations 
firsthand in Switzerland. 

The French ruled Algeria for 132 years 
More than 500,000 Europeans left when the 
new revolutionary government took over A 
fanatical revolutionary named Ben Khedda, 
who gave the American Embassy in Bern a 
good deal of trouble, became Prime 
Minister 

Khedda Spurs Assassins 

He was a competent crook with a long, 
horse face, close set eyes and a strained 
smile like a Texas river, a mile wide and an 
inch deep He designated one Abdelhafid 
Boussouf to expand abroad the terrorist 
groups The purpose was, and remains, 
what the Arabs call “Sira’a” — the historic 
struggle against Israel and all things 
Jewish The method was, and remains, to 
excite young, unknown and expendable 
Arabs into the actual assassinations. 

Boussouf achieved the expansion in 
Europe chiefly through Lakdar Bentobbal, 
the Minister of Interior (police), a ferocious 
egotist and savage assassin, the Himmler of 
the Algerian government, and Mahmoud 
Kemisti. the General Secretary of the Al¬ 
gerian Moslems’ Student Union A third 
was one Ben Boulaid Aside from something 
to scratch matches on. this stooge was handy 
other ways Boulaid served all over Europe 


as a bagman. 

Funded by Egypt 

Egypt’s Gamal Abdel Nasser supplied 
Boulaid with 3,500 British pounds sterling 
through the Egyptian consulate in Bengazi. 
Boulaid went to Bern. There he secretly met 
with selected Arabs to deliver the first token 
payment for their work. An East German 
Communist, Winifried Muller, alias Si 
Mustapha ben Ali, was smuggled to the 
meeting. 

Boulaid used negotiator Omar Oussedik 
and other intermediaries to hide the money 
sources from the Swiss authorities and even 
from the Swiss banks themselves and in this 
way opened accounts totalling an initial $20 
million He deposited around $2 million 
every 10 days in Basel, Zurich' and Geneva. 

French-U. S. Spy Coup 

When this was discovered by French and 
American intelligence in a really out¬ 
standing coup, the French National 
Assembly’s subcommittee on Arab 
terrorism heard secret testimony by du 
Berrier and other French intelligence 
officers. The subcommittee found that 
terrorist cabals were using Albania’s port of 
Valona to transport arms bought in Egypt, 
were in charge of 49 aircraft cached in 
Libya and commanded rocket-launching 
pads on the Algerian coast opposite Mar. 
seilles. 

French Deputy Pascal Arrighi (Corsica) 
sponsored a total global surveillance of all 
Arab cabals and, if possible, infiltration into 
each by French intelligence. 

Clues to RFK Death 

Sen. Robert Kennedy was killed by young 
Moslem Sirhan Beshara Sirhan and, of 
course, a great deal has been written about 
conspiracy, Arab affiliations, etc Jordan 
even claimed him as one of its heroes But 
Hilaire du Berrier’s revelation is his dis¬ 
covery on this trip of many familiar Arab 
faces in Los Angeles, San Francisco and else¬ 
where. He found that they are in regular 
communication He established that there 
is a money source in San Francisco. 

The “Sira’a” knows no frontiers. To long- 
involved du Berrier it seems evident that 
this California setup of familiar faces could 
excite an expendable young Arab gunman, 
just as was done against Frenchmen in 
North Africa and Paris, although proof is 
impossible 

Du Berrier is convinced that it would be 
contrary to their nature, and all his 
experience with them, if they failed to 
employ their methods when a seemingly 
triumphant Senator Kennedy cast the die by 
what he said in the Oregon synogogue 
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
